Geneva, September 22.—Frank crit- 
icism by Hugh Gibson, American rep- 
resentative on the League of Nations’ 
preparatory disarmament commission,

before the plenary session of the pre- 
paratory commission. Progress was 
virtually impossible, he declared. un- 
less the technical subcommissions put 
aside economic and political aspects of 
disarmament and with them special 
needs of individual nations. All such 
problems, Gibson maintained, should 
be left for consideration by the digar- 
mament conference itself. 

He urged that all questions studied 
by the subcommissions to date be re- 
vised and that all reports on such 
questions be limited purely to the 
technical points involved. He de 
clared that all findings of the subcom- 
missions to date represented the views 
of only a limited number of states, as 
a majority of those empowered to vote 
had abstained from doing so. 

Gibson’s charges resulted almost im- 
mediately in appointment of a commit- 
tee with the American representative 
as chgirman and empowered to draft 
a resolution instructing the subcom- 
missions to confine their efforts to 
technical aspects of questions consid- 
ered) The committee also was _ in- 
structed that instead of settling ques- 
tions by a majority of votes, as in the 
past, the subcommissions should sub- 
mit reports showing the states hold- 
ing divergent views.

progress of the league's disarmament 
work.

/cola reached here shortly 


after 2 


‘o'clock today when an airplane from 
Maxwell field here completed a round

The 
plane brought back a copy of The 
Pensacola Journal, reduced in size 
to only one page of five columns telling 
a complete story of the havoe wrought 
in the city. 

The situation is not as acute as 
first reports had said. The water 
system is working perfectly and no 
deaths have occurred despite the fact 
that the wind reached a velocity of 
120 miles an hour. 

Telephone and electric wires are 


down all over the city and the streets 


‘are fil'od with fallen poles and trees. 


A few persons were injured by fly- 
ing glass and they were immediately 
taken care of by local hospitals with- 
out overcrowding. j 

The greatest single damage is to 
the wharf which is described by The 
Journal as being almost completely 
demolished at a resltant money loss 
of $2,000,000. It is estimated by the 
Pensacola paper that parts of the 
wharf will be restored in from a week 
to ten days but that complete restora- 
tion cannot be accomplished for sev- 
eral months. |

SPANISH INFLUENCE 
SEEN IN FURNITURE 


During the past year or so, our 
furniture, architecture and interior 
design has been affected by a growing 
interest in old Spain, according to R.

Look for the news 
items, that tell of the successful and 
the unsuccessful business operations, 
of the businesses that are making 
money, of lines of business that are 
dragging bottom, of dividends declar- 
ed, of dividends passed, of bonds call- 
ed for payment before they are due 
and of the issues of new bonds and 
stocks by recognized businesses and 
dependable governments. 

What can the reader get from all 
this? Isn’t it too technical? 

First, he can get rid of the money- 
losing idea that it is practical to get 
something for nothing. The huge, 
dream-like profits many people 
imagine are the rare exceptions. Al- 
most every enterprise has to plow 


lright back into its business a large 


part of its profits if it is to continue 
successful. As a rule, the dependable 
business can pay only a fair, reason- 
able return. The reader will learn 
from news of this kind what lines of 
business seem more dependable as in- 
vestments and which individual busi- 
nesses more desirable. He will learn 
that bond houses and security dealers 
are known by the company they keep 
and that the first essential in safe 
investing is to take time to learn the 
character and reputation of the se- 
curity dealer. 

As to technical terms, there’s virtu- 
ally nothing in the financial pages 
that adult intelligence cannot easily 
comprehend. There's no mystery in 
safe investing. It’s wholly a matter 
of finding enterprises that are hon- 
estly and capably managed. For 
many, reading financial news will at 
first be a bit of a chore; they are 
unaccustomed to it. But gradually.
